June  19,  20,  and  21st  saw  Saint 
Joseph’s  alumni  return  to  their 
alma  mater  for  the  First  Annual 
Alumni  Retreat. 

Father  William  Shields,  C.PP.S. 
was  the  retreat-master  and  to 
quote  Doctor  Louis  Abbott,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Retreat,  “The  retreat 
was  excellent.  Its  excellence  was 
only  exceeded  by  that  of  the  re¬ 
treat-master.  It  was  the  feeling 
of  all  those  attending  that  Father 
Shields  did  an  excellent  job  and 
they  all  hope  that  he  will  be  avail¬ 
able  next  year.  The  topics  he  se¬ 
lected  and  the  talks  he  gave  were 
very  inspiring  and  made  the  whole 
event  the  excellent  retreat  it  was. 

I  believe  his  skill  and  ability  at 
this  task  was  proven  when  the 
only  comment  or  suggestion  for 
improving  his  part  of  the  pro¬ 
gram  was  that  he  talk  longer.  We 
all  felt  like  we  wanted  to  hear 
more  each  time.” 

The  retreat  will  be  an  annual 
alumni  gathering.  It  is  another

Herman  B.  Wells,  chancellor  of 
Indiana  University  and  the  Very 
Rev.  Paul  Reinert,  S.J.,  president 
of  St.  Louis  University,  both  em¬ 
phasized  the  importance  of  the 
dual  system  (public  and  private) 
of  education  in  this  country  during 
Diamond  Jubilee  Commencement 
Exercises  at  Saint  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege,  Sunday,  June  7th. 

Saint  Joseph’s  awarded  honorary 
doctor  of  law  degi'ees  to  Wells, 
Father  Reinert,  the  Very  Rev. 
Harold  Perry,  S.V.D.,  rector  of 
the  Divine  Word  Seminary  at  Bay 
St.  Louis,  Mississippi  and  the 
first  negro  guest  chaplain  of  Con¬ 
gress;  Mrs.  Lena  F.  Edwards, 
M.D.,  who  founded  and  operates 
a  clinic  for  migratory  workers  in 
Hereford,  Texas;  William  B.  An¬ 
sted,  Jr.,  an  industrialist  from 
Indianapolis  and  a  member  of  the 
Saint  Joseph’s  Board  of  Lay  Trus¬ 
tees  for  the  past  ten  years;  and 
Fred  D.  Breit,  Evanston,  Ill.,  one 
of  the  oldest  living  alumni  of  the 
college  who  has  been  a  civic  and 
industrial  leader,  and  recently  has 
been  active  in  fund  raising  for 
the  new  diocese  of  Miami,  Florida. 

Bachelor  of  arts  and  science 
degrees  were  awarded  to  166 
graduates,  including  the  class  val¬ 
edictorian,  Lawrence  Beuret  of 
Auburn,  Indiana. 

Wells  told  the  graduates  that 
“higher  education  would  be  in  a 
sorry  state  without  private  col¬ 
leges  and  universities.  They  help 
to  ensure  a-  diversity  of  control — 
which  gives’ both  faculty  and  stu¬ 
dents  a  choice,  allows  for  experi¬ 
mentation,  and  which  is  essential 
to  freedom. 

“I  believe  a  new  era  is  begin¬ 
ning  for  America — the  era  of  im¬ 
agination.  It  may  surpass  our 
boldest  dreams.  With  it  will  come 
new  prosperity,  new  ways  of  life, 
new  ways  of  war  and  peace.  The 
new  individualism  of  this  ei-a  will 
be  the  individuality  of  the  intel¬ 
lect — and  society  has  the  right  to 
ask  you  to  assume  position  of 


leadership  in  the  area  of  intel¬ 
lectual  achievement,”  Wells  said. 

Father  Reinert  said  that  adapt¬ 
ability  and  stability  are  the  two 
things  needed  most  in  today’s 
dynamic  and  changing  world.  “To¬ 
day,  specialized  skills  are  as  im¬ 
portant  as  they  were  in  the  past, 
but  specialties  don’t  stay  put  the 
way  they  used  to.  The  effort  of 
the  faculty  here  has  been  to  de¬ 
velop  you  into  what  is  more  im¬ 
portant  than  a  specialist;  it  has 
been  to  teach  you  to  grasp  the 
realities  of  the  human  and  na¬ 
tural  environment,”  Father  Reinert 
said.  He  described  the  adaptable 
man  or  woman  as  “one  who  has 
learned  to  learn.” 

Adaptability,  however,  is  not 
sufficient.  “What  people  want  to¬ 
day  is  meaning  in  their  lives. 
They  need  stability,  grounded  in 
religious  meanings  and  ethical 
values.  Both  teachers  and  students 
must  be  infused  with  those  values 
that  have  shaped  our  educational 
system,”  Fr.  Reinert  said. 

Referring  to  the  College’s  an¬ 
niversary,  Fr.  Reinert  said  that 
“for  75  years  Saint  Joseph’s  has 
been  training  young  people,  with 
courage,  consistency  and  substan¬ 
tial  success.  We  can  look  ahead 
with  profit  from  a  short  look  at 
what  experience  teaches  us.” 

Wells,  one  of  the  first  to  sug¬ 
gest  that  Saint  Joseph’s  establish 
the  College’s  Calumet  Center  in 
East  Chicago,  Indiana,  cited  the 
close  ties  between  himself,  Indiana 
University  and  the  College,  and 
he  stated  that  “Saint  Joseph’s 
history  is  a  dramatic  symbol  of 
the  importance  of  private  educa¬ 
tion.”

For  the  third  straight  year  the 
governing  body  of  the  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College  Alumni  Association 
met  at  Rensselaer  to  map  out 
programs  for  the  coming  64-65 
year.

Msgr.  Seroczynski  Dies, 
Was  60  Years  A  Priest 


A  Pontifical  Requiem  Mass  was 
said  June  10,  one  week  before  the 
60th  anniversary  of  his  ordination, 
for  Rt.  Rev.  Msgr.  Felix  T.  Ser¬ 
oczynski,  who  died  June  7  at 
Mercy  Hospital  at  Elwood,  Ill., 
at  the  age  of  85. 

The  Most  Rev.  John  J.  Car- 
berry,  Bishop  of  the  Lafayette 
Diocese,  celebrated  the  funeral 
Mass  at  St.  Lawrence  Church  in 
Muncie,  where  Msgr.  Seroczynski 
had  been  pastor  for  20  years  be¬ 
fore  taking  his  final  post  as 
chaplain  at  Mercy  Hospital  in 
Elwood. 

M-sgr.  Sei-oczynski  attended  high 


school  and  college  at  St.  Joseph’s 
College.  He  then  took  his  theologi¬ 
cal  studies  at  Mt.  St.  Mary’s  of 
the  West  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
was  ordained  on  June  18,  1904.
